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TODAY'S WAR NEWS

London, Jan. 11.—Russo-German peace negotiations 


at Brest Litovsk were formally terminated yesterday, 
Late dispatches via Amsterdam this afternoon declared 
that Boisheviki Foreign Minister, Trotsky himself, mov- 
ed to end the resumed sittings. 


In an impassioned address he declared the Russians 


would fight to the "bitter end" rather than to conclude 
a dishonorable peace "decided by the German Imperials." 


Petrograd was reported aflame once more with fev- 


erish preparations for war. 
Big troop movements are 


under way, according to dispatches from the Russian cap- 
i'j.ai. Heavy artillery was being shifted. 


The resumed sittings lasted only 24 hours. They 


were as bitter as they were brief. German Foreign Sec- 
retary Kuhleman declared that the Germans would not 
consent to the transfer of negotiations to Stockholm or 
any other neutral city. Count Czernin, Austro-Hungar- 
ian Premier, asserted that as no other Entente nation had 
joined Russia in accepting the Central Powers' invitation 
to discuss a general peace the meetng would take up only 
the question of a separate pea"e.' General Hoffman, Ger- 
man delegate, protested against the Russians trying to 
stir dissention up among the German troops. He declar- 
ed this was an "insult" to the German commanders and 
"transgressed the spirit of armistice." At that time 
Foreign Minister Trotsky cut loose and scored unmerci- 
fully the "made in Berlin peace." Then the session end- 
ed without provisions for resumption. Kuhleman, how- 
ever, said they could get action again. 


In Petrograd every move indicated preparations for 


war. Every officer on leave was ordered by Ensign Kre- 
linko to return to his place. 


ANOTHER VIEW 


Petrograd, Jan. 11.—Russian Foreign Minister Trot- 


s\y formally asked discontinuance of the Brest Litovsk 
peace conference until the Russians ,and Ukranian dele- 
gates can formulate replies to the Central Powers' propos- 
al, according to an official statement today. The reply is 
to be read at a future sitting, it was said.

able the proper proccedure was to 
call a special election and ask the

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TODAY'S WAR NEWS 


(By United Prcul 


London, Jan. 11.—Russo-German peace negotiations 


at Brest Litovsk were formally terminated yesterday, 
Late dispatches via Amsterdam this afternoon declared 
that Boisheviki Foreign Minister, Trotsky himself, mov- 
ed to end the resumed sittings. 


In an impassioned address he declared the Russians 


would fight to the "bitter end" rather than to conclude 
a dishonorable peace "decided by the German Imperials." 


Petrograd was reported aflame once more with fev- 


erish preparations for war. 
Big troop movements are 


under way, according to dispatches from the Russian cap- 
i'j.ai. Heavy artillery was being shifted. 


The resumed sittings lasted only 24 hours. They 


were as bitter as they were brief. German Foreign Sec- 
retary Kuhleman declared that the Germans would not 
consent to the transfer of negotiations to Stockholm or 
any other neutral city. Count Czernin, Austro-Hungar- 
ian Premier, asserted that as no other Entente nation had 
joined Russia in accepting the Central Powers' invitation 
to discuss a general peace the meetng would take up only 
the question of a separate pea"e.' General Hoffman, Ger- 
man delegate, protested against the Russians trying to 
stir dissention up among the German troops. He declar- 
ed this was an "insult" to the German commanders and 
"transgressed the spirit of armistice." At that time 
Foreign Minister Trotsky cut loose and scored unmerci- 
fully the "made in Berlin peace." Then the session end- 
ed without provisions for resumption. Kuhleman, how- 
ever, said they could get action again. 


In Petrograd every move indicated preparations for 


war. Every officer on leave was ordered by Ensign Kre- 
linko to return to his place.

Petrograd, Jan. 11.—Russian Foreign Minister Trot- 


s\y formally asked discontinuance of the Brest Litovsk 
peace conference until the Russians ,and Ukranian dele- 
gates can formulate replies to the Central Powers' propos- 
al, according to an official statement today.
